One  of  the  most  exciting  events  of  the  year 
was  the  opening  of  the  new  Dallas  Floyd  Re- 
creation Center  in  November.  The  center  is 
approximately  30,000  square  feet  in  size  with 
seating  for  about  2,000  spectators.  It  has 
locker  room  facilities  for  men's  and  women's 
physical  education  classes,  basketball 
teams,  and  women's  volleyball  team.  Several 
classrooms  and  faculty  offices  are  also  in- 
cluded in  the  building.  The  beautiful  new  fa- 
cility on  the  CU  campus  was  made  possible 
by  the  largest  single  family  donation  ever  re- 
ceived by  the  University.  The  gift  was  given  by 
J.D.  and  Ann  Floyd  and  Billy  and  Jane  Floyd 
Baxter,  owners  of  the  Lebanon-based  Floyd 
and  Baxter  Amusement  Company.  The  $1.5 
million  center  is  named  in  honor  of  the  late 
Dallas  Floyd,  a  life-long  resident  of  Lebanon 
and  entrepreneur  of  the  outdoor  amusement 
business.  The  two  scoreboards  and  shot 
clocks  were  donated  by  the  Lebanon  Coca- 
Cola  Plant.  Everyone  at  CU  is  excited  about 
the  new  center  and  is  looking  forward  to 
many  years  of  sporting  events  to  be  held  in  it.

The  History  Of 
Cumberland 

University 


CUMBERLAND  UNIVERSITY: 
150  YEARS  Or  EXCELLENCE 

Cumberland  University  was  founded  in  1842, 
when  prominent  members  of  the  community  rec- 
ognized the  need  for  higher  education.  As  a  result, 
the  need  for  well  trained  lawyers  increased  during 
this  time,  and  the  Law  Bam  was  added  to  the 
school  The  law  school  trained  many  highly  edu- 
cated lawyers  in  the  community.  By  L854,  a 
School  of  Theology  and  a  School  of  Engineering 
was  added  The  University  was  thriving  in  every  di- 
rection, and  was  offering  a  wide  variety  of  educa- 
tional opportunities  to  the  Wilson  County  area. 

During  the  Civil  War.  Cumberland  University 
faced  many  hardships  Many  students  and  profes- 
sors joined  the  service  in  the  Union  and  Confeder- 
ate armies.  After  the  Union  forces  occupied  the 
campus  in  1863,  Union  hall  was  burned  to  the 
ground. 

Cumberland  University  s  symbol  is  the  Phoenix, 
and  like  its  legend,  Cumberland  rose  from  the 
ashes  of  the  Civil  War  to  soar  high  as  it  had  in  the 
past. 

Memorial  flail  was  built  on  Cumberland  s  main 
campus  in  1892.  and  serves  as  the  main  building 
on  the  campus  today  In  1946.  the  Baptist  Con- 
vention acquired  Cumberland  University.  In  the 
Spring  of  1951,  the  Baptist  Convention  funded 
Belmont  College  in  Nashville,  Tennessee  The 
Baptist  University  eventually  relocated  in  Nash- 
ville. In  the  years  since,  Cumberland  was  changed 
to  a  two  year  college,  and  recently  has  become  a 
four  year  university. 

In  the  past  few  years,  we  have  watched  the  con- 
struction of  the  Vice  Library  and  the  new  Dallas 
Ford  Gymnasium.  Flans  are  being  made  in  the 
renovation  of  the  old  gym  into  a  fine  Arts  Build- 
ing This  is  a  new  era  for  Cumberland  University, 
and  we  hope  that  Cumberland  continues  to  grow 
and  prosper 


The  Doris  and  Marry  Vise  Library,  built  in  1990,  won  an  award  for  the  best  archi- 
tectural design  of  a  college  building  in  TN.

Political 


The  1992  Presidential  Cam- 
paign has  been  a  very  big  event 
for  the  students  here  at  Cum- 
berland. Campaign  signs  for  all 
candidates  were  hung  in  Me- 
morial Hall  and  there  were  vis- 
its by  Senators  Bart  Gordon 
and  Jim  Sasser.  All  students 
were  urged  to  vote,  because  for 
many  it  would  be  the  first  presi- 
dential election  that  they  would 
be  able  to  participate  in  by  vot- 
ing. 

To  get  the  students  involved 
in  the  election,  Dr.  Kozy's 
American  national  Govern- 
ment and  Politics  class  had 
committees  representing  the 
Republican  and  Democratic 


parties  in  a  political  debate. 
Each  committee  answered 
questions  given  by  various  stu- 
dents. After  the  debate,  there 
was  a  mock  election  in  which 
George  Bush  won  by  a  slim 
margin,  followed  by  Bill 
Clinton,  and  then  independent 
Ross  Perot.

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er  24, 1992,  Lindsey  Donnell  Sta- 
dium was  dedicated  at  Kirk  Field-  As  early  as 
1941,  it  was  suggested  that  some  permanent 
recognition  of  Donnell's  achievements  should 
be  established  by  the  University.  A' native  ol 
Shop  Springs  in  Wilson  County,  Lindsey  Don- 
nell enrolled  at  Cumberland  in  the  fall  of  1932 
and  began  a  brilliant  career.  In  1935,  he  led 
the  Bulldogs  to  a  spectacular  championship 
season,  won  Little  AH-American  honors  for 
himself  and  set  a  national  record  of  1300 
yards  gained  from  scrimmage  in  a  season. 
This  record  stood  until  O.J.  Simpson  of 
U.C.L.A.  broKe  it.  As  a  member  of  Lambda  Chi 
Alpha  fraternity,  he  graduated  from  Cumber- 
land in  1936  and  married  the  football  queen, 
Elizabeth  Bryan.  Donnell  earned  his  M.A.  de- 
gree at  George  Feabody  College  and  joined 
the  faculty  of  Castle  Heights  Military  Academy, 
where  he  taught  and  coached  from  1937  until 
his  retirement  in  1969.  Me  also  taught  English 
at  C.U.  night  school  1960-62.  —  Q.  Frank
